Schwimmer then replied 
that he “might have talked to 
Matt Connelly,” Judge Moore

Ineptness Charged. 

Hardy has contended that “in 
many recent. instances” ill- 
planned foreign aid has been 
poured into diplomatic breaches 
he attributes to “ineptness or 
weakness in political negotia- 
tion.” 

Committee investigators, 
backed by a General Accounting 
Office report, have found what 
they term “at least 15 major 
deficiencies” in the United 
States aid program which to- 
taled more than $200,000,000 in 
1951-55 

The GAO has reported that 
in 1951-55 “substantial quanti- 
ties’ of farm equipment sent to 
Iran remained unused, there 
had been irregularities in the 
use of aid funds, several big de- 
velopment projects remained 
uncompleted because of “seri- 
ous operating deficiencies” in 
the program and a large United 
States-financed sugar import 
program in 1955 was unsatis- 
faciory

SLUMS ASSAILED 


House Banking Unit 
Says Red _ Tape 
Strangles Rehabilita- 
tion of ‘Gray’ Areas. 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP 
~-A House Banking subcom- 
mittee called yesterday for 
more vigor and less buck pass- 
ing by federal and local hous- 
ing officials in rehabilitating 
city “gray” areas 

It charged that the Govern- 
ment’s loan program for re- 
pair and modernization of 
housing is proceeding’ with 
“exasperating slowness” in this 
“no man’s land” which threat- 
ens to become the slums of 
the future. 

Financing aids for repair and 
rehabilitation of housing in 
these areas —now neither en- 
tirely slum nor satisfactory 
residential districts—have been 
a “sad disappointment,” the 
subcommittee stated in a re- 
port. The committee is headed 
by Representative Albert Rains 
(Dem.), Al abs 

Accusing both federal and 
municipal officials of inertia 
and ready “apologies which in 
effect pass the buck to the 
other fellow,” the subcommit- 
tee asserted 

“The nation’s slums and 
blighted areas present a tre- 
mendous challenge, and their 
elimination and eradication 
will will apparently never be 
accomplished until all of the 
groups and agencies concerned 
adopt. the more positive and 
courageous attitudes necessary 
to achieve smooth and steady 
progress, instead of frustrating 
and strangling the urban re- 
newal program in a maze of 
roadblocks and administrative 
red tape.” 

The subcommittee acknow]- 
edged that existing laws makes 
“practical” administration dif- 
ficult, and disagreed with fed- 
eral housing authorities in 
their contention that existing 
programs are adequate to deal 
with “gray” areas. 

The subcommittee suggested 
amendments to the housing law 
to permit sponsors of rehabili- 
tation projects a profit and risk 
allowance of 10 per cent on the 
cost, and recommended that 
cost certifications 


or misrepresentation

credit to homeowners wanting 
to make home repairs and im-

The Senate passed the meas- 
ure shortly after midnight yes- 
terday, approving plans for a 
40.000-mile network of modern 
roads connecting almost every 
big city in the United States 

Now the legislation goes to 
a Senate-House conference com- 
mittee for adjustment of dif- 
ferences between the Senate 
version and that passed by the 
House April 27 

This was not expected to be 
too hard a job, because both 
branches of Congress are agreed 
generally on how to go about 
highway modernization and how 
to pay for it 

A compromise must be worked 
out, however, on how to divide 
among the participating states 
the 25 billion dollars in federal 
funds authorized for the inter- 
state system | 

The Senate proposes to fol- 
low the present law and dis- 
tribute the money under a for- 
mula giving two-thirds weight 
to the population of a state, 
one-sixth to its area and one- 
sixth to its rural road mileage 

Under the House plan the 
money would be allotted accord- 
ing to the needs of the states 
as already reported to the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Public Roads 
Senators Expect Acceptance. 

Senator Albert Gore ‘Dem.), 
Tennessee, sponsor of the Sen- 
ate bill, said he was certain the 
conferees would agree to launch 
the program under the Senate 
formula 

He said the compromise bill 
might include provision for a

In the chamber that 
was elected in 1953, the gov- 
ernment coalition has a major- 
itv of only 16 votes. Political 
strategists figure on basis of re- 
turns of last Sunday's and Mon- 
day's elections that the center 
coalition would win a much 
stronger majority if general 
elections were called. Under 
the constitution, the present 
legislature ends in 1958 but the 
president of the republic may 
dissolve Parliament earlier. 

Data released by the govern- 
ment’s electoral service yester- 
day showed that in 79 out of 
Italy's 92 provinces where pro- 
vincial councils were renewed, 
the democratic center parties 
polled 52.6 per cent of total 
popular vote. In general elec- 
tiens of 1953 the democratic 
center parties accounted for 
49.79 per cent of total popular 
vote.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

In reply to Fred Saigh’'s letter on 
the Saarinen arch, I would like to 
make a few comments 

First, whatever St. Louis needs or 
does not need it most certainly does 
not need another baseball stadium. 
We have only one major league 
team now, remember? As far as 
other sports are concerned, The 
Arena and Kiel Auditorium have 
served the city well 

In short, a new stadium is a luxury 
we can ill afford in view of many 
other more pressing needs 

One of these needs, I feel, is more 
beauty, and although the Saarinen 
arch is not exactly what I would 
have chosen, it represents an attempt 
in the right direction. 

I don’t quite understand what the 
Eiffel Tower has to do with it but 
since Mr. Saigh brings it up I can 
only say that an arch on the river- 
front could scarcely be less attrac- 
tive than the famous tangle of old 
coat hangers that disgraces the Seine 
The smoke from East St. Louis is 
no more offensive than the smoke 
over Paris. 

And the Mississippi, though muddy, 
is a mighty impressive river 

In any case, the average St. Louis- 
an or visitor to St. Louis can scarce- 
ly afford the time or money to rush 
off to Paris in quest of a good view. 
The Eiffel Tower proved something

Congress on the Roads 


A new federal highway building program now 
seems as certain as the need for it ha¢ been 
since World War Il. In the early morning 
hours of Memorial day, the Senate passed this 
important legislation. The House had already 
approved a similar bill, so the matter is now 
up to conferees. 


What do the conferees have to confer about 
after more than a year of debate on national 
road needs? In general, the Senate and House 
bills are similar. They are even identical on 
many. points But there is one important 
difference. 

The Senate would distribute new federal road 
funds under the present formula, which gives 
most weight to the population of a state, and 
additional weight to the state’s area and rural 
road mileage. The House bill would apportion 
the money on the basis of “needs” as reported 
by the states to the Bureau of Public Roads. 

Sevenieen generally less populous states 
would gain by the House plan, while the other 
31 states would get more money from the Sen- 
ate bill. On that basis of self-interest it is 
likely that Congress finally will approve the 
Senate apportionment plan, as Senators of both 
parties predict. 

The trouble with the House plan is not in 
its intent but its method. The actual needs of 
states for highway aid can hardly be measured 
fairly on the basis of what they say they need. 
Unlike Missouri, for example, many states have 
simply not done their own level best to build 
new roads. Consequently these states will claim 
their needs now are greatest. 


The present apportionment formula, how- 
ever, also fails to measure highway ‘needs ac- 
curately For it neglects those states which 
have been fiscally unable to accomplish modern 
road-building even though they have tried. 

Perhaps this apportionment dispute is not 
quite as serious as it might seem, for the mo- 
ment. Most of the federal funds provided in 
both bills would be spent on the interstate 
highway system, and plans for this system are 
almost complete. They are based on national 
traffic patterns. 

But in the end some new formula ought to be 
found for apportioning federal highway aid 
Senator Case of South Dakota, senior Repub- 
lican on the Roads Committee, says the program 
should in time be shifted to a sound “needs 
basis.” And Senator Gore of Tennessce, spon- 
sor of the Senate bill, thinks Congress may 
provide for a federal study five years hence to 
see just what the individual states require to 
complete their share of road building 

Right now the plain fact is that all 48 states 
need federal highway assistance. Nobody dis- 
putes that. Congressional conferees should not 
let the apportionment problem hinder speedy 
final passage of the long-promised and long- 
delayed highway program.

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Political Balancing Act 

The results of the Italian local elections show 
a precarious balance between the center demo- 
cratic parties and their more extremist oppo- 
nents of both right and left. 

Some eight million Italians cast ballots for the 
Government's Christian Democratit party and 
its allies. The Communists and left-wing Social- 
ists won more than five million and the mon- 
archists and Fascists on the right less than three 
million. Thus the centrist vote is almost equal to 
that of the right and left, counting all votes cast. 
_ But since votes are not counted that way in lo- 
cal elections, the actual result was that the cen- 
ter groups lost full control of Rome, Milan, 
Venice and some other large cities. In these 
the Fascists and monarchists nuw hold the bal- 
ance of power despite their lesser popular 
support. 

In part the predicament of the Christian So- 
cialists stems from their own urban election re- 
form. On the theory that democratic parties 
ought to follow democratic procedure, they had 
repealed their law giving the party with the 
most votes (themselves, usually) two thirds of 
the seats on a city council. Instead the seats are 
now awarded on the basis of the vote cast. 

While the rightist parties with the smallest 
national following seem to have gained the most 
influence in the cities, the Communists generally 


lost voting strength, especially in rural areas. 
But votes lost by the Communists appear to have 
gone to the left-wing Socialists. Hence the three 
political power groupings remain about the same. 

Pro-Western parties still represent the think- 
ing of more Italians than any others. They do 
not represent a majority sufficient to permit 


any kind of complacency for Italian democracy’ 
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The Plaza—a Step Closer 

The Urban Redevelopment Corporation's plans 
for the Plaza area have become something more 
than a gleam in somebody's eye. The plans have 
jelled. They now take the form of a specific of- 
fer to put up five 15-story apartment buildings, 
for rental at $74 to $131 a month with optional 
air-conditioning, and to build shops and parking 
facilities 

The corporation's bid for the use of this land 
has been taken under advisement by city and 
federal officials. If the bid is accepted, the site 
could be turned over to the corporation by the 
end of this summer, and construction could be- 
gin six months thereafter. 

Acceptance of the bid, of course, is not auto- 
matic. City and federal officials might consider 
that there is too big a spread between the cost 
of the land to them and what the redeveloper 
offers to pay for it. Yet we hope they bear in 
mind that their responsibility is not to get the 
highest possible price for the land, but to assure 
the best possible redevelopment; that the Urban 
Redevelopment Corporation was organized not 
for profit but for community purposes; and that 
the higher the land cost, the lower housing 
value the corporation can offer to attract people 
into this new residential area. 

The corporation officials have done well to 
seek the greatest possible housing value to offer. 
Room sizes have been increased, balconies and 
air-conditioning provided at reasonable rentals. 
Such inducements may well be needed to offset 
the drawbacks of living downtown, and other 
limitations of the project. 

Slowly, the plans start to become real. Let us 
hope that by fall the next step will have become 
possible—the award of a contract and the start 
of actual construction. St. Louis has waited a 
long time for the Plaza dream to unfold. Now 
for Progress! 
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Primaries in Florida and Kentucky 

Two more of the primartes have now been 
held and each has its bearing on the 1956 cam- 
paign. In Florida former Gov. Adlai FE. Steven- 
son won out ovér Senator Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee to capture 22 of Florida's 28 dele- 
gates at the national Democratic convention. 
In Kentucky Senator Earle C. Clements defeated 
the Gov. Chandler entry, former Representative 
Joe B. Bates, in a slam-bang battle for the 
Democratic nomination for Senator. 

The Stevenson-Ketauver race in Florida gave 
the 1952 nominee a margin of about 12,000 
votes in a total of approximately 430,000. This 
reflected the hard-fought nature of the. cam- 
paign as each contender hoped to use the re- 
sult to his advantage in the important California 
primary, coming up next Tuesday 

As is customary with candidates, both camps 
found satisfaction in the Florida results. Mr 
Stevenson, however, achieved more than the 
lion's share of the delegates. He went into a 
state which voted against him in 1952 and de- 
feated Senator Kefauver on ground where the 
folksy Kefauver pension appeal was strong 

While local Democratic personalities and races 
were inevitably involved, there was no repetition 
of the affair in Minnesota where thousands of 
Republicans invaded the Democratic primary to 
vote against Mr. Stevenson as a means of hit- 
ting at Democratic Freeman and Sen- 
ator Humphrey. 

Senator Clements’s victory was of such pro- 
portions that Kentucky’s Gov. Chandler im- 
mediately sent congratulations and pledged full 
support against the Republican nominee. Thrus- 
ton B. Morton, former Assistant Secretary of 
State Chandler has learned what so many 
politicans have had to learn—glamour seldom 
rubs off onto a handpicked fair-haired boy. 
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New Head for County Police 

The St. Louis County Police Department, 
which has, been in existence only 10 menths, 
has now experienced a sudden and unexpected 
change in the post of superintendent. Albert 
E. DuBois, who had the difficult task of organ- 
izing the force, has resigned. He is succeeded by 
Lt. Raymond W. Hensley of the Kansas City 
police department, a thoroughly experienced po- 
lice officer with an excellent record. 

Lt. Hensley served as deputy to DuBois from 
Oct. 1 to April 1. His familiarity with the 
County Police Department will make the com- 
mand shift much easier than had the appointee 
been a newcomer. And the fact that Lt. Hensley 
is a veteran of the organization ought to be an 
important morale factor for the force. 

The difficult formative period, which in- 
cluded considerable change in personnel, should 
now be nearly over. In the last two weeks the 
department demonstrated its efficiency in pre- 
venting a mass fight between city and high 
school students on Lemay road and in appre- 
hending a gang of 11 rowdies who started a near 
riot at a picnic. Under its new commanding 
officer, everyone will hope to see the County 
Police Departmént become a perfected organ- 
ization of peace officers. 
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Not As Bad As It Seems 

Whether President Eisenhower will use that 
automatic decision-maker, built for him by a 
Montana high school scientist, we do not know. 
Considering the President's age, he may be old- 
fashioned enough to share our prejudice in 
favor of a man using his own head. 

But let's face it: whatever the President may 
do, a younger and more gadget-minded genera- 
tion probably will intrust its problems to these 
mechanical brains. This may relieve individua!s 
of considerable stress and strain. In fact, it mav 
entirely silence voices once raised in argument. 
Debates will become passe, and legislatures may 
be abolished. Why put up with them when an- 
swers to problems may be had by setting a few 
dials and pulling a lever or pressing a button? 

Yet this new age of machine-made decisions 
may not be quite as wonderful as it seems. It 
will be without the pleasures of discussion and. 
what's worse, it threatens to be terribly mo- 
notonous. But there is one ray of hope: It seems 
quite probable that one manufacturer after an- 
other will take to making and selling decision- 
machines. Then good old competition will have 
each one asserting that his machine gives bet- 
ter answers than those supplied by competing 
models.

sity. Once again there will be picking and choos- 
ing. Once again men wil! have to use their heads.

In the kingdom ruled by King Lion 
much has recently been said about 
opening the door for criticism. This is 
always disconcerting—not for those who 
criticize ‘they for the most part are ir- 
responsible creatures) but for the re- 
sponsible officials to whom such mat- 
ters cause anxiety. Open the door—why 
not? But who will have the strength to 
slam it when the time comes? 

For this reason King Lion thought 
deeply and, being the enlightened ruler 
that he was (with due regard to what 
is possible), gave an order that atten- 
tion should be paid to criticism. 

The monkeys, pointing to their ability 
to climb, offered to help. King Lion 
refused. Even the sparrow offered his 
services, but who would entrust the de- 
partment of criticism to a sparrow? He 
blabs out everything, and in this matter 
discretion is needed. Nor could the 
praying mantis, for example, be ap- 
pointed for the task on account of his 
physical weakness. 

“No, no,” said King Lion. “As far as 
we are concerned, the investigation of 
criticism and grievances shall be en- 
trusted to select creatures, such as are 
respected and know how to deal with 
problems.” 

So he appointed the tiger, the wolf, 
and the fox to examine carefully all 
critical manifestations of discontent and 
draw conclusions accordingly. After 
this decision, which was wise and pro- 
ceeded from his concern about the wel- 
fare of subjects, the lion lay down. After 
all it was after lunch. 

The tiger settled down in a carefully 
chosen place frequented by animals on 
their way to drink, and waited for who- 
ever might come first. Naturally, the 


animals hesitated. But then, after re- 
peated appeals that nobody should hes- 
itate to make bold criticism, the gazelle 
came forward.

EARTH SKY AND SEA. by Auguste Piccard 

lated by Christina Stead

It is easier to tell what Prof. Pic 
card's book is not than what it is. It is 
not, for instance, a technical manual, 
though there are pages of appended 
formulas and diagrams. Neither is it the 
sort of deep-sea naturalistic drama 
written by Beebe, inventor of the 
bathysphere. 

Yet there is little doubt that Piccard, 
a modern explorer, has had real adven- 
tures, both in the stratosphere and in 
the ocean's abyss. Unfortunately, these 
heights and depths are searched with 
out much attempt to take the spirited 
reader along. The author's contention is 
that breathless moments cannot exist 
without narrow escapes, so his writing 
is low-keyed, not so much as a reflec- 
tion of modesty or objectivity, but rath- 
er to indorse the safety of his careful 
scientific calculations 

Auguste Piccard has reached an alti 
tude of nearly 11 miles in a free balloon 
and a depth of nearly two miles in his 
Trieste” bathyscaphe—which, unlike a 
bathysphere, has complete — mobility 
and maximum capacity for descent. 
Both these marks have been surpassed, 
but the Swiss scientist has no fancy 
for records, which are important to 
him only as perpetual proof that science 
can conquer all obsiacles 

The magnitude of the problems was 
great. Tremendous pressures had to he 
overcome and, when Piccard emphasizes 
similar principles in going up or down 
the analogy between aeronautics and 
submarine navigation becomes evident. 

So what? The answer to that is per-

haps the book’s reason for being. No 
scientitic research, Piccard insists. is 
useless, no matter how trivial it mav 


seem at first. All discoveries sooner or 
later bear fruit. 

Bathyscaphe, with its spherical cabin, 
plexiglas windows and iron shot for un- 
ballasting, offers unlimited opportuni- 
ties in oceanography. Only the sea bot- 
tom can halt its safe descent, Piccard 
says. The necessity for a base near the 
diving site has prevented this craft 
from attaining the greatest depths. 

Only in his final chapters does Pic- 
card allow his imagination to range 
freely. Perhaps one day, he suggests. 
naval designers can learn the secret of 
the dolphin, which uses little energy 
in traveling at amazing speeds. Some- 
how this marvelous marine creature 
neutralizes water eddies, making resist- 
ance negligible. Piccard also ponders 
the possibilities of a helicopter subma- 
rine to explore medium depths under 
the power of a downward propeller. 

Piccard has been a formidable man 
of science and cannot be blamed if he 
hasn't the writing skill to match. His 
occasional literary straining to appear 
awed as a schoolboy is just plain pain- 
ful. This man who has explored the 
Stratosphere took an airplane flight 
some 17 years later and now writes: “It 
all lookéd exactly as on a map. It is 
true, then! And yet the map was drawn 
long before any human eye was able 
to see all these places as a group.”

The South Dakota Republi- 
can said TVA had no right to 
go ahead with the planned ad- 
dition to the John Sevier steam 
generating plant without prior 
approval of Congress. 

TVA Chairman Herbert D. 
Vogel told a Senate Appropria- 
tions subcommittee that the au- 
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thority planned to go ahead 
with the John Sevier unit to be 
financed from TVA’s own power 
revenue funds. He also said 
TVA was planning to finance 
two additional units to the exist- 
ing Johnsonville plant in the 
same manner 


Mundt said TVA “intimidated 
a bare majority of the House” 
and had “run roughshod over 
the Senate” in claiming au- 
thority to proceed with the ad- 
ditional units 


The dispute grew out of a 
supplemental appropriation act 
approved by Congress earlier 
this vear. The House had di- 
rected TVA to use its own funds 
in building additional units 
while the Senate had voted $3,- 
500.000 to start the John Sevier 
unit. 

Congress finally accepted the 
House position, but there is 
disagreement over what consti 
tutes new projects distin- 
guished from additions and 
whether TVA can build any 
new plants or units without ex- 
press approval of Congress 

Chairman Lister Hill (Dem.). 
Alabama, of the subcommittee 
maintained that TVA was not 
“short circuiting” Congress by 
going ahead with additions to 
established projects. He _ said 
the authority always had the 
power to expand its capacity 
with its own money.

Sound Nutrition and 
Good Taste of Foods 
Depend Upon Milk 
and By-Products.

T WOULD be a waste of 
| your time (and our space) to 
point out that dairy foods, 
each and every one, rate the 
“good buys” category on your 
marketing list. The very fact 
that they are featured on this 
week’s food page is _ proof 
enough that we consider them 
excellent values, when you an- 
alyze how much good nutrition 
you get for each dollar invested. 


So let’s take a look at the! 


fruits and vegetables now in 
the market, many of which com- 
bine perfectly with those dairy 
foods. 


Cottage cheese with vegeta- 
bles or sour cream with greens 
for the salad course, for in- 
stance. Or sweet or sour cream. 
with fresh fruits for dessert. 

In the vegetable department, 
we find that there isn’t as much 
homegrown asparagus on the 
market as one might expect. 
A little is being shipped in from 
New Jersey, much of it quite 
large in size. 

Lettuce is definitely a good 
buy. Eat all you want (with 
that sour cream dressing men- 
tioned above), and take your 
choice of iceberg, homegrown 
leaf lettuce, romaine, Bibb or 
Boston. Endive and escarole, on 
the other hand, are quite scarce. 

Several of the salad vegeta- 
bles are on the high side. Cu- 
cumbers, for instance, and green 
peppers. Tomatoes are definite- 
ly more expensive, radishes and 


green onions come under the 
“moderate” category. 
Spinach, too, costs more 


money than it has recently but 
is of better quality. Greens are 
cheap enough—but take our ad- 
vice and wash them carefully, 
then inspect them thoroughly. 

In the “more expensive” clas- 
sification are eggplant and 
mushrooms 

Attractive price tags are be- 
ing shown on beans, beets, broc- 
coli, carrots, cabbage, home- 
grown cauliflower (an excellent 
buy, with the heads not too big 
but very nice), celery, corn and 
new potatoes, especially the B-

T of the apples and peaches in 

the New England ss states 
have been severely hurt by the 
recent cold. However, at the 
present time it would seem that 
there may be an excellent peach 
crop in this area. Arkansas 
predicts a very heavy crop, oth- 
er nearby areas also are opti- 
mistic. California peaches are 
now in our markets, at high 
prices of course. 

Now is the time to make the 
most of the delicious straw- 
berries in market. We have had 
some superb ones out of the 
Centralia section of Illinois, 
some fairly good ones from the 
southern part of Illinois, and 
some quite nice ones from the 
Cuba and Poplar Bluff areas 
in Missouri. Most of these are 
of the Blakemore variety, so- 
excellent for freezing. 

There are many different va- 
rieties of berries from St, Louis 
county, some of which are beau- 
tiful to behold—big as can be 
and nicely colored. A good per- 
centage of these are fine, but 
quality-wise some do not com- 
pare favorably with their less 
beautiful cousins. 

Incidentally, any time that 
you find berries at a good price 
is the right time to put them 
up, so don’t hesitate, 

Avocados are a bit high; can- 
taloupes are quite plentiful but 
there is a wide variation in 
quality and condition. You will 
get what you pay for, so look 
for a well-netted melon with 
good background color. 

Honeydews are beginning to 
have real flavor; there are in- 
creasing supplies of water- 
melons around town. Pineapples 
are moderately priced, and nice 
enough. 

California navel oranges are 
about winding up, but heavier 
supplies of Valencias are com-

EXT WEEK will. be a very 
N important one for the two 
chief contenders for the 
heavyweight boxing crown 
vacated by Rocky Marciane. 
Archie Moore, the former 
St. Louisan who is the light- 
heavyweight champion of the 
world, opposes Yolande Pom- 
pey of Trinidad in defense of 
the 175-pound title in Lon- 
don, England, Tuesday night. 
On Friday, June 8, Floyd 
Patterson of Brooklyn and 
Tommy (Hurricane) Jackson 
of Long Island are scheduled 


for 12 rounds at Madison 
Square Garden. This bout 
will be telecast here over 


KSD-TV, Channei 5, at 9 p.m. 

It is the general opinion 
of boxing men that the win- 
ners of these two matches 
will meet in September, prob- 
ably outdoors in New York, 
and the one who emerges 
victor will be recognized 
widely as the new heavy- 
weight champion 

Moore, since he was 
knocked out by Marciano in 
the ninth round last Septem- 
ber, has yelled loud and long 
for another chance, based on 
the fact that he had the 
champion on the floor. It was 
one of the two times in 
Rocky's professional career 
that this happened to him 

To bolster his claim, Archie 
booked the match with Pom- 
pey and, in getting ready for 
it, fought a number of tune- 
up bouts on the Pacific 
Coast. He won all of them, of 
course, and weighed around 
200 pounds in doing so 

His chief worry, so far as 
Pompey is concerned, is his 
ability to make the 175-pound 
limit and remain strong 

Pompey has no record to 

give Archie any scare. Yo- 
Jande boxed once in this 
country, losing a 10-round 
decision to Moses Ward in 
Chicago. Then he went to 
England where he has been 


doing all right. However, if 
Moore is anything like him- 
self, Archie should take 
Pompey easily enough. And 
you can be sure that’s just 
what Moore wants to de be- 


cause he would like nothing 
better than another crack at 
the heavyweight crown. And 
this time there won't ze any 
Marciano standing in his way. 


Patterson Is Favored. 
ATTERSON is a _1-to-2 
P favorite to defeat Jack- 
son and is believed a sure 
shot to succeed Marciano ul- 
timately. That belief is based 
more on what boxing men 
think he can do than on what 


he actually has done 
Floyd won the middle- 
weight championship in the 


Olympics at Helsinki in 1952 
and turned professional 
shortly afterward 

He has grown through the 
light-heavywheight and into 
the heavyweight division and 
has tipped the scale at about 


183 for his last two matches 
against Jimmy Walls and Al- 
vin Williams. He knocked out 
both. 


Patterson has lost but one 
bout, that a disputed deci- 
sion to Joey Maxim, but he 
has fought nobody of note 
in the heavyweight ranks 

Jackson is crude and clum- 
sy, but he has defeated some 
of the better heavyweights 
and has shown an ability to 
stop many of his foes. 

True, Tommy does not 
seem to have a knockout 
punch, but he smothers his 
foes with a multitude of 
blows rather than delivering 
one payoff wallop. But the 
results are the same. 

» He has beaten such men as 


Dan Bucceroni, Ezzard 
Charles (twice) and Bob 
Baker 

Jackson has dropped three 
decisions, two to Jimmy 
Slade, one to Burt White- 
hurst, and he was stopped 


once, by Nino Valdes of Cuba 
in the second round. 

In the latter fight a knock- 
out was registered against 
Jackson because he went 
down three times in the sec- 
ond round. Under New York 
rules, that automatically ends 
a bout. 

But the third knockdown 
was more from a push by 
Valdes than a blow, which 
those who saw the match here 
on television may remember. 

When Jackson fought Buc- 
ceroni, Dan stood on the 
threshold of a match with 
Marciano. He took the bout 
with Tommy at Eastern Park- 
way Arena as something of a 
stop-gap, but went down be- 
fore the flailing fists of Jack- 
son and has done little since. 

Jackson is a vegetarian and 
has unlimited stamina. His 
diet may do much to change 
the thoughts of other boxers 
who have always believed 
that the chief diet for a fight- 
er should be beef steak, with 
great regularity. 

Tommy, however, is a 
workhorse. It is said in New 
York that he is there when 
Stillman’s Gymnasium opens 
for the day and has to be 
swept out at night 

While Patterson is, no 
doubt, a much better boxer 
and can punch better than 
Jackson, a victory for Tom- 
my is more than a remote 
possibility. 

‘And there's no doubt but 
that Moore would rather face 
Patterson than Jackson, come 
September.

He started on the pole as the 
fastest qualifier in speedway his- 
tory and he beat veteran Sam 
Hanks of Burbank, Calif., to the 
finish line in the closest windup 
since Wilbur Shaw nipped Ralph 
Hepburn by 2.15 seconds in 
1937 


Cars owned by two St. Louis- 
ans finished eighth and thirty- 
second. Roger Ward Los An- 
geles, driving Ed Walsh's racer, 
came in eighth with an average 


| speed of 124.99. Pete Schmidt's 


car, driven by Johnny Thomp- 
son, Boyertown, Pa., was thirty- 
second, forced out after 55 
miles because of a collision 
His average speed was 138.27.

we offer herewith a new 
angle which involves mush- 
rooms, and tuna, and which 
is a new and refreshing answer 
to the Friday menu. 

Before proceeding, however, 
we want to add one more com- 
plaint to the long list of pet 
peeves we have about stuffed 
peppers, and this has to do with 
the pepper itself. A stuffed pep- 
per is supposed to be a pepper 
stuffed. You just cut the cap 
off, remove the seeds and use 
the whole pepper. But there is 
a tendency of late, even in the 
better class restaurants, to cut 
down on the pepper bill and 
make one pepper do the work 
of four. 

As a result you order stuffed 
peppers and what turns up is 
patty of meat stuffing, with a 
tiny square of green pepper lost 
somewhere beneath it. It's 
enough to discourage a stuffed 
pepper lover for two or three 
days, and someday there's going 
to be a revolution. 

To get on with the recipe, 
slice the tops from four pep-

Erickson presented all the advantages of 
the plan—tbe neutral source of oil, the fine profit 
opportunities for the investors, the valuable contribu- 
tion it could make to the Nazi war effort. 

Himmler gave Erickson a special pass which per- 
mitted him to travel all over Germany and inspect 
anything and everything in the oil industry.

ERICKSON NOW TOURED all the big oil refineries 
in German hands. He talked with the directors of each 
plant, found out how much they were producing, how 
repairs of bombed plants were progressing and so on. 
He gathered every bit of data about the oil industry 
that could possibly be of use to the Allies—but he 
had to be careful to try to do it always in a manner 
that seemed germane to his supposed purpose, the 
building of a synthetic refinery in Sweden. Himmler 
might have the Gestapo checking on him—and if 
Erickson asked too many questions they might put 


Erickson reported on his survey to Himmler and 
indicated that he believed he could deliver the goods. 
Then he reserved passage on the next available plane 
to Stockholm. But Himmler called and suggested 
Erickson confer with various technical men to clear 
up some details about the synthetic oil plant deal.

Any advice you can 
give me will be greatly 
appreciated. Mrs. S.R. 

Answer: I have never 
known of anyone to choke 
during a metabolism test. 
It is a harmless procedure. 
You come into the doc- 
tor’s office and the nurse 
asks you to lie down and 
relax for about a half-hour. 
Not having had breakfast 
that 
probably be thinking more 
of the cup of coffee you 
didn't have than of the 
test you are going to have 

After you are fully relaxed the nurse will place a face 
mask over your mouth—or insert a rubber mouthpiece— 
through which you will breathe pure oxygen for a few 
minutes. There is no associated pain or discomfort; that's 
all there is to it. The doctor estimates your reading from 
the recorded graph on the machine, tells you how your 
thyroid gland is acting and you are free to go out for your 
belated breakfast. 

If you are still fearful about having a metabolism test, 
you might ask your doctor to try another (fairly recent 
procedure: a determination of your protein-bound serum 
iodine. In view of the enlargement in your thyroid gland, 
I suggest that you do something about it. Unreasonable 
anxiety has made you procrastinate long enough.

days about acquiring a trick 


through deception, misdirection, 
black magic or other similar 
means. In most of the new 
books the accent is on bidding. 
There is the Roth-Stone bidding 
svstem, the Stayman conven- 
tion, the Jacoby opening two 
bids, the Solomon two-diamond 
bid and others 

All have their good points. 
But anv of them will occasion- 
ally get you into a contract 
where larceny is your only 
hope. And sometimes it is even 
better than mathematics 

In todav’s hand Mrs. Keen 
led the deuce of clubs and Mr. 
Abel won the first two tricks 
with the queen and king of that 
suit. He continued with the ace 
of clubs and Mr. Dale ruffed. 

Now the “normal” lead at 
trick four would appear to be 
a low spade toward dummy’'s 
king. But Mr. Dale reasoned 
that since Mr. Abel had shown 
up with the ace, king and queen 
of clubs, he probably didn't 
have the ace of spades, too, or 
he would have opened the 
bidding. 


That placed the ace ul spades 
in Mrs. Keen’s hand.

1 would like to review the 
circumstances which led up to 
this first use of the atomic 
bomb. 

Our military people were al- 
most ready for the last stage of 
the war, which was the actual 
attack on Japan. They had 
counted the costs such an at- 
tack ‘would have involved—at 
least 1,000,000 lives of Ameri- 
can soldiers in addition to com- 
plete destruction of as much 
of Japan as would have been 
defended This would § have 
meant cities, towns. villages, 
men, women and children, for 
modern war is no longer a war 
between soldiers; it is a war be- 
tween peoples.

Sour Cream 
By Edith M. Barber 


ENERATIONS ago a taste 
Ge the flavor of sour cream 

was acquired by necessity 
rather than choice. Before the 
days of refrigeration, milk and 
cream were difftcult to keep 
“sweet.” 

Of course, the modern meth- 
od of pasteurization, in addi- 
tion to the sanitary precautions 
used by all dairies, has also 
been a factor in providing a 
constant supply of sweet milk 
and cream. It has also had an 
effect upon the quality and 
flavor of modern sour cream 
that we now often purchase 
from choice, 


* . 


IN SOME SECTIONS of the 
country the smooth thick sour 
cream now available has ac- 
quired a new title and is known 
as “salad cream.” It does make 
a wonderful dressing for sliced 
cucumbers, cabbage and a mix- 
ture of greens, but there are 
so many other uses for it that 
it deserves to be considered 
for other purposes. The con- 
sistency makes it an ideal top- 
ping for fresh berries when 
they come into season. 

One of our favorite uses Is 
in a sauce for pot roast, beef 
or veal. It is just as good when 


the meat is cubed, lightly 
browned and combined with 
vegetables, rice or noodles. 


Often I stir some in at the last 
moment to a gravy or sauce 
for chicken. Another use for 
sour cream that you will find 
particularly good when you 
grill chicken over the coals, is 
for coating the pieces before 
cooking. 
* + + 

AN OLD-FASHIONED FA- 
VORITE in the dessert category 
is a sour cream raisin pie, and 
of course it is delicious in 
cheese cakes. 

There are many old-fashioned 
recipes which call for sour 
cream as a combined shorten- 
ing and liquid, but th§s seems 
to be not so popular today 
when we find so many other 
uses for this good product. 

Beef Paprika. 


Two pounds solid beef: flour; 
salt; pepper; two tablespoons 
butter or bacon fat: one clove 
garlic, peeled; one cup water; 
three-fourths cup sour cream; 
two teaspoons paprika. 

Have meat cut in two-inch 
pieces and rub with seasoned 
flour. Melt butter or bacon fat 
in heavy kettle. Add garlic and 
saute three minutes. Add meat 
and brown lightly on all sides. 
Add water, cover, and simmer 
over very low heat: about one 
hour. Remove garlic. Add 
cream, paprika, and more salt 
if necessary. Serve on hot plat- 
ter surrounded by noodles with 
poppy seeds. Yield: six serv- 
ings. 

Note: If thicker sauce is de- 
sired, stir in two tablespoons 
softened butter blended with 
two tablespoons flour, just be- 
fore cream is added. 

Veal in Creamy Tomato Sauce. 

Four tablespoons butter or 
margarine; two pounds cubed 
veal; one cup sliced mushrooms; 
two medium - sized onions, 
peeled and sliced; three table- 
spoons flour; two cups water; 
one-eighth teaspoon majoram: 
one-eighth teaspoon thyme; one 
and one-half teaspoons salt: 
two teaspoons sugar: one small 
can tomato paste; one cup sour 
cream. 

Melt butter or margarine in 
heavy skillet. Add veal, mush- 
rooms and onions and saute 
just until onions are yellow. 
Sprinkle with flour and stir. 
Add water, seasonings and to- 
mato paste and simmer over 
low heat for one hour, or until 
meat is tender. Add sour cream 
and reheat. Yield: six servings. 
Serve surrounded by cooked 
rice or noodles. 

Note: White wine may

place half of the water.

Worse still, not having any use 
for it, he might pass it on to 
somebody else. 


Now, why should a person be 


a party to causing a friend that 
sort of embarrassment? Why 
should he give him a present 
that is unwanted and that he 
will pass on to somebody else’ 
Why, indeed, when the prospec- 
tive donor needs the object very 
much himself? So he will hold 
on to the present.
